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“Bow your heads to God’ in a spirit of penance

In their Lenten messages for 1979, 
Pope John Paul I] and many bishops 
of the United States have urged 
traditional acts of penance—prayer, 
_almsgiving and fasting—but empha- 
sized that these must be more than 
external acts. 
. “The first and chief significance of 
penance is interior, spiritual,” said the 
pope at his general audience on Ash 
Wednesday. “Penance in the gospel 
sense means ‘conversion’ above all.” 
_ IN-A GENERAL Lenten message to 
the world’s Catholics, Pope John Paul 
said that Lent is a time to “free oneself 
from the slaveries of a civilization that 
is always urging people on to greater 
comfort and consumption.” 
~ He called on people not only to 
bee personal asceticism, but to 
direct their acts of penance toward 
the helping of others, including 
participation in Lenten charitable 
campaigns in their local churches. 
Two days after Lent began, the pope 
repeated the themes of penance and 
conversion in a visit with the priests of

-Romans, adding that the gospel 
program of conversion demands “first 
of all prayer, and then almsgiving and 
fasting.” 

He reminded priests to use the

identity and the need for personal 
holiness. 

Before beginning a week-long 
spiritual retreat on the first Sunday of 
Lent, Pope John Paul told crowds in St. 
Peter's Square to “bow down your 
heads to God” in a spirit of penance 
and conversion. 

THE HUMILITY signified by bowing 
one’s head down to God is not resigna- 
tion or weak-heartedness, he said, but 
“creative submission to the power of 
truth and love, the expression of the 
depth of the human spirit, the condi- 
tion of its greatness.” 

The U.S. bishops’ Lenten pastorals 
had similar themes. But the bishops 
also called for attention to the present 
priorities of family life and evangeliza- 
tion during Lent, and sometimes 
made their points by using contem- 
porary analogies. 

Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy of 
Miami said the period of Lent is as 
important to the spiritual health of 
Christians as attention to physical 
symptoms of disease is to physical 
health. 

“Physical fitness buffs jog and diet 
with zest,” he said. “Lent should be a

The dual meaning of Lent is “to 


‘renew in our own lives the primacy of 


Christ” and to experience “an intense 
renewal of the Great Commandments 
in our lives,” the archbishop. said, 
adding that a true observance of the 
penitential season requires both 
prayer and service. 


Cardinal John Cody of Chicago, 
using Pope John Paul I’s book, 
“IHustrissimi,” as his example, wrote 
his Lenten pastoral in the form of a 
letter to the late pope. 

He said the first John Paul’s smile 
showed “the confident realization that 
standing behind all things, the 
headaches and the heartaches, the 
great moments and the not so great 
ones, was a loving God. It was a secret 
you tried to share with all, through the 
simplicity of your life.” 

That smile, he added, is present 
also. in the second John Paul and 
“bespeaks a man who knows that 
great secret, the secret of Lent: ‘For 
God so loved the world that he gave his 
only Son, that everyone who believes 
in him might have eternal life.” 

Archbishop Cornelius M. Power of 
Portland, Ore., urged Catholics to 
make Lent 1979 “a scriptural Lent, a 
period of the year when we enter into 
the spirit of the church’s liturgy” and 
become “truly informed and com- 
pletely committed Christians.”

Bishop George H. Guilfoyle of 


Camden, N.J., emphasized family life, 
evangelization and the quest for 
conversion in his Lenten message. 
“The kernel and center of Lenten 
discipline’ must above all focus on 
spreading God’s love each day and 
most especially within the family 
community,” the bishop said. 


Cardinal Timothy Manning of: Los 
Angeles admitted that a faithful 
observance of Lent “is not easy nor 
pleasant,” but called the season “an 


- altar of time on which | shall articulate 


my sacrifice and my love.” 


He said Christians demonstrate 
their acceptance of the way of the 


.cross by “acceptance of God's will in 


the drudgery of my daily life and the 
sharing of my neighbor's burden.” 


Cardinal William Baum of Washing- 
ton emphasized that penitential 
practices “are not performed to earn 
or merit the love of God. They are 
instead the consequences of our 
acceptance of this love, which comes 
to us through Christ Jesus Our Lord.” 


Bishop James A. Hogan of Altoona- 
Johnstown, Pa., urged Catholics to 
“seize this holy season of grace 
entering the Lenten retreat not as a 
matter of legally binding obligation, 
but freely— —a sign of spiritual 
maturity.”

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul's trip to his 
native Poland, June 2-10, the first papal trip to a 
communist-ruled country, will focus world 
attention on a nation, which despite its official 
atheism, is profoundly Catholic. 


NAPLES, Italy—In Naples they call the plague the 
“dark disease.” In recent months it has claimed 
nearly 100 victims—all babies. Now Neapolitians 
are praying to St. Januarius, a fourth-century 
martyr venerated as the patron of Naples, to rid 
them of the death-dealing plague. 


VATICAN CITY—Catholics are urged to cooper- 
ate closely with other Christians as part of efforts to 
‘achieve full unity, said Pope John Paul II. He said 
cooperation should continue “for the moment, 
before the unity of faith and sacramental life and - 
hierarchical contacts are re-established.” 

TORONTO—Conversions to Catholicism in 1979 
may be on the rise, according to the Catholic 
Information Center of Toronto. The main reason 
seems to be all the news surrounding recent papal 
events such as the deaths and elections of two 
popes and the trip to Latin America by Pope John 
Paul Il. 


ROME—A spokesman for suspended French 
Archbishop Marcel Lefebvre categorically denieda 
magazine report in Italy that the archbishop will 
make a formal submission to the pope on March 
12. 


VATICAN CITY—“You have come a long way on 
foot,” Pope John Paul II told a group of 25 Irish 
young people recently. The youths walked to Rome 
from Le Havre, France, to call attention tothe plight 
of needy children in the world. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua—Seventy-eight priests 
and nuns engaged in teaching asked the Nicara- 
guan government of Gen. Anastasio Somoza to 
respect “the sacred life of men and women.” 

VATICAN CITY—Pope John Paul Il has pleaded 
for peace between China and Vietnam. Besides 
lamenting the suffering and death already taking 
place in the conflict, he spoke of “repercusssions 
more vast and terrible,” apparently a warning 
against the danger. of nuclear war between world 
superpowers. 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina—If papal mediation’ 
succeeds in solving the territorial dispute between. 
Argentina and Chile, Pope John Paul II may visit the 
two South American countries, said Cardinal Raul 
Primatesta of Cordoba. 
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Retired Bishop Romeo Blanchette of Joliet, IIl., 
who is dying of “Lou Gehrig’s disease,” says 
farewell to his diocese over two Joliet radio 
stations. “The length of time | have left upon the 
earth depends upon the good Lord,” the bishop 
said. “I hope we will all: meet some day in 
heaven. So goodbye; may God bless you all.” 


National 


NEW YORK—The majority of Americans support 
tax credits for tuition paid to religious and other 
non-public schools, according to a New York 
Times-CBS News poll. Tuition tax credits were 
favored by 60 percent of those polled. 


SANTA ROSA, Calif.—Bishop Mark Hurley of 
Santa Rosa expressed strong opposition to a 
profound American Nazi rally in his city, stating 
that the Nazis’ “threats of violence, intimidation 
and unjust coercion” negate the absolute right to 
free speech and assembly. 

NEW ORLEANS—A U.S. appeals court rejected a 
suit brought by Madalyn Murray O’Hair and other 
atheists who sought to ban the use of the words “In 
God We Trust” as the national motto and to ban its 
use on coins and-currency. 


NEW YORK—In the third of its monthly “alerts,” 
the “Freedom of Faith” ecumenical group asked 
Christians throughout the world to intercede by 
prayer and action on behalf of persons persecuted 
for their religious beliefs. . 


FALL RIVER, Mass.—Following the suggestion of 
a group of Catholic high school students, the Fall 
River public school system joined the nationwide 
boycott of Nestle products to protest the corpora- 
tion’s marketing practices for its infant formula in 
Third World countries.

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Number of confessions up 
as parishes observe Lent

Parishes are observing 
the 40 days of Lent with 
renewal programs, mis- 
sions, Stations of the Cross 
and communal penance 
services. 


And although the Lenten 
period usually brings with it 
an increase in the number 
of people receiving the 
sacrament of reconcilia- 
tion or penance, some 
parishes have been ex- 
periencing a large and 
steady number of penitents 
even before the “Easter 
duties” season began on 
Ash Wednesday, Feb. 28. 


Msgr. Thomas Moloney, 
pastor of Our Lady of Grace 
‘parish, El Cajon, has no- 
ticed a rise in the numbers 
receiving penance with the 
arrival of Lent, but, he 
states, “confessions always 
have been pretty good here, 
keeping the priests quite 
busy.” 


ONE REASON for this 
might be that OLG moved 
its Saturday night period for 
the sacrament of penance 
to Monday nights about a 
year ago. “It’s been accept- 
ed very well,” said Msgr. 
Moloney. 


At St. Joseph Cathedral, 
where the sacrament of 
penance is available before 
each of the four daily 
weekday masses, Msgr. 
Rudolph Galindo, rector, 
said administering the sac- 
rament is a “major minis- 
try” of the downtown parish. 


There always has been a 
pretty steady number of 
people who come to re- 
ceive the sacrament of 
penance, he added. 


DURING LENT many 
parishes are conducting 
communal penance ser- 
vices allowed under the 
revised Rite of Reconcilia- 
tion, which also provides for 
the alternative of anony- 


mous or face-to-face indi- 
vidual confesions. 


Groups of parishes in 
different deaneries ‘com- 
bine on various evenings 
for communal services so 
churches can benefit from 
having several priests 
available to administer the 
sacrament to individuals 
after the penitential ser- 
vice. 


Blessed Sacrament, San 
Diego, in addition to com- 
munal penance services 
during Lent, will partici- 
pate in Lenten Ecumenical 
Prayer Evenings, beginning 
March 18, with College Park 
Presbyterian and Wesley U- 
nited Methodist churches. 


ST. KIERAN, E! Cajon, is 
among parishes having 
special Lenten programs. 
Its four-day retreat con- 
ducted each evening since 


- last Monday concludes 


tonight (March 8) on the 
theme, “Let the Lord Be 
Your Savior.” 


Three parishes are using 
the “We the Parish’ pro- 
gram during Lent.

He said the first priority is 
to learn the needs of par- 
ishes from the parishioners 
themselves, rather than to 
prepare a program for the 
people. 

The board, made up of 
two representatives from 
each diocesan deanery, is 
evaluating existing pro- 
grams before a committee 
can make a budget propo- 
sal for the total diocese, 
Father Butler said.

de Paul thrift stores, of 
which there are three in the 
diocese; co-operative mar- 
kets, such as El Mercado 
del Barrio on San Bernar- 
dino’s west side; medical 
clinics; financial and physi- 
cal assistance; and, a pro- 
posed hostel or temporary 
home for transients. 

Parish Outreach includes 
specialized areas underthe 
general headings of the 
aged and peace and jus- 
tice. “One of our dreams is 
involvement in rest 
homes,” Father Butler said. 
“A lot of the aged in par- 
ishes can be the resource 
people.” : 

AS AN EXAMPLE of a 
peace and justice ministry, 
Christ the King parish, 
where Father Butler is 
pastor, every Wednesday 
provides legal aid from an 
attorney who volunteers his 
time. 

Catholic Community 


Services provides a wide 
range of assistance. Under 
a proposed operational 
plan it would continue its 
general counseling, legal 
aide, Vietnamese assist- 
ance, Family Life Centers, 
substance-abuse counsel- 
ing and school counseling. 


“The people with the 
resources are not always in 
the parishes where the 
need is the greatest,” 
Father Butler said. “We're 
asking how can we use the 
resources from one and 
give them to the one with 
the need.” 


BILL MORRISSEAU of 
Ontario has become office 
manager and secretary to 
the. board. He and Father 
Butler are making them- 
selves available to parishes 
so that needs and talents 
can be explored.

Membership in the CCW 
is open to members of 
women’s organizations 
affiliated with deanery 


councils, and to members 
at large who are interested 
in the five-point objectives 
of the council. 


GENERALLY, the coun- 
cil’s aims are to become a 
medium through which 
Catholic women can speak 
as a unit on public interest 
issues, to stimulate the 
work of existing organiza- 
tions and help service 
groups. 

Other aims are to be- 
come involved in civil and 
social agencies to create 
interest in as well as aid in 
the solution of religious, 
civic and social problems 
and to further the spiritual 
and material endeavors of 
the diocese.

The priest is a clear and unequivocal witness of 
eternal life and the resurrection of the Body. In this 
light the commitment to celibacy must also be 
protected, which appears then as a very important 
contribution to the building up of the church and, 
therefore, as an element characterizing the 
spirituality of the priest. i 

Priests should use the period of Lentto renewtheir 
sense of priestly identity, which can never be 
considered secondary to their personal identity. 

We must guard carefully against dividing our 
personality as priests. We must guard carefully 
against allowing our priesthood to cease being the 
most essential thing, the unifying element of 
everything we are involved in. It can never become 
something secondary or supplementary. 

In the work of building up the people of God, 
priests should pay special attention to their 
preaching, their work of religious education, 
confession and spiritual direction. Priests also must 
pay special attention to the suffering and the 
needy.—Lenten address to the priests of Rome. 


Joy of penance 


Penance in the gospel sense means “conversion” 
above all. There isthe need for“ internal conversion” 
and external acts of penance. 

Christ called us to give alms, dopenanceand pray 
in secret rather than for the sake of tryingtoimpress 
others with one’s holiness. Thus the first and chief 


- significance of penance is interior, spiritual. 


Penance is not only an effort, a burden, but alsoa 
joy. 

It seems that contemporary man has lost, in a 
certain measure, the awareness of this joy. Our 
civilization—especially in the West—has notably 
lost the sense of the power of the spirit, the fruit of 
which is man seen in his interior dimension. 

With the loss of this dimension, contemporary 
man oftentimes seems to have lost the sense of joy 
that comes from penance, the great joy of discovery 
and encounter with God, the joy of conversion: 

The Lenten period in anticipation of Easter is a 
systematic call to this joy.—To a general audience. 


Road to heaven paved with bingo gold? 
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A considerable time has elapsed since 
the passage of the “bingo initiative.” In the 
interim, this game of chance has become 
one of the more important sources of 
income to the parishes. 


This is not surprising, since such funds 
provide for the material needs of the 
church with a minimum of sacrifice on the 
part of the faithful. It might well be said 
that we are paving our way to heaven with 
the gold of the infidels. 


Unfortunately, there are some serious 


disadvantages to this and other such 
enterprises. One of these is the unavoid- 
able competition for time and facilities for 
other more worthy activities. 


More seriously, those not associated 
with our church may be justifiably 
scandalized by the tax shelter of profits 
provided by our tax-exempt status. 


We may be convinced of the social value 
of our activities, but the half of our 
population not associated with a church 
may have an entirely different viewpoint. 
This is hardly conducive to the evangeliza- 
tion of these people. ‘ 

And lastly, | suspect that the Christ who 
drove the money changers out of the 
temple would be more pleased if we built 
our churches strictly via our own sacrifice. 
| hope other readers will comment on this 
matter.

Somoza regime and resisters 

The Costa Rican priest who celebrated 
the funeral mass for the young Nicara- 
guan guerrilla Feb. 11 addressed a 
congregation made up in large part, 
surely, of other resisters. He said in the 
sermon that perhaps many more of them 
would have to die in the armed struggle 
against the Somoza dictatorship. 

My pacifist inclinations were shocked to 
hear it come over the radio put that 
bluntly, but | suppose that many an 
American priest said much the same thing 


at the funerals of U.S. soldiers during 
World War II, 


Here in Costa Rica, nonetheless, public 
opinion regarding events in Nicaragua is 
not fully unified. Thus the editor of the 


“archdiocesan weekly, Eco Catdélico, 


wrote in the Feb. 4, 1979, edition: 


“It bothers us to think that there are 
many who believe that by supporting the 
guerrilla movement which is battling 
‘Somoza, one thereby supports commu- 
nists. Those who are so convinced even 
use this as an excuse to harass the 
guerrillas. The enemies of Somoza are not 
enemies of his regime because they are 
communists. They are its enemies and 
want its downfall because it’s a dictatorial 
regime with absolutely no respect for 
human rights.” 


The editor then concludes, saying 
something every pro-Somoza American— 
and sad to say there are many—should 
hear: 


“And those who proport to support this 
regime, also champion its crimes and 
thereby make themselves accomplices to 
the massacre and humiliation of a people 
who deserve better treatment.” 


Some of your readers may believe that 
(President) Carter “did the right thing” vis- 
a-vis Nicaragua recently when he author- 
ized new sanctions against Somoza. Lest 
they get overly optimistic these same 
readers should know that there was little 
enthusiasm registered at last week’s 
Conference on Human Rights held right 
here in San José. 


Among the. observations these sea- 
soned jurists made to me was that Carter 
only applied these sanctions to quiet his 
American critics; that he did it only after 
he allowed (encouraged?) Israel to arm 
Semoza to the teeth; and that the 
sanctions don’t really amount to all that 


> much after all. 


So unless Washington gets a clear 
message from people of good will in 
Southern California, it looks like we'll be 


having many a Christian burial for young 
resisters here in Central America.

the country broadcast an unusual tele- 
vision documentary about a tough but 
effective approach to the growing problem 
of juvenile crime. f 


Titled Scared Straight, the documentary 
took viewers inside New Jersey’s Rahway 
State Prison to see how the convicts there 
run a program they initiated and develop- 
ed for juvenile delinquents. 


These convicts are ‘all serving life 
sentences for major crimes, including 
murder. Their reason for trying to deter 
juveniles from crime is to keep them from 
a wasted life behind bars—a bitter lesson 
they have learned at great cost. 


The method by which the convicts 
accomplish this is quite simple—they 
show teen-age delinquents what prison 
life is really like. They don’t just tell them 
but make them experience the fear and 
terror that rules behind the walls. 


The documentary follows a typical 
group of 17 chronic young offenders who 
have been “sentenced” to three hours at 
Rahway maximum security prison. Inter- 
viewed beforehand, these street-wise kids 
affect a hardened front, pretending they 
are too tough to care. i 


_ When they enter, the convicts take them 
on a tour of some of the prison facilities— 


“The Hole” where prisoners are isolated .

The Lenten story, the Christian 
story, is truly our love story. Not that 
we have loved Christ, we cannot claim 
too much there, but that he has loved 
us, first and always. And slowly, in 
time, please God, his love will draw us 
into more adequate response. Per- 
haps that time might be this Lent—if 
we are willing.

‘Convicts keep youths ‘scared straight’ 


for minor infractions of the prison rules, 
and the cells with their bare bunks and 
open toilets. 


Then they are locked in with the lifers for 
what is called a “rap session” but what in 
reality is a crash course in shock therapy 
designed to scare the very idea of crime 
right out of the mind of these apprentice 
criminals. 


From the session’s start, the teen-agers 
are made to feel how powerless and 
vulnerable they are in prison, -a brutal 
world where no one can protect them, 
“because by the time they get here, it'll be 
too late, it'll be all over with. | got so much 
time, they can’t give me no more.” 


The convicts yell, curse and threaten 
the would-be toughs with physical vio- 
lence. They are frightened into paying 
attention to the graphic details of prison 
realities: beatings and suicides, homo- 
sexual assaults, the everyday brutalities 
and the daily boredom of prison routine. 


It is a much different world than young- 
sters could have imagined. As one of the 
lifers puts it: “This ain't no playground. We 
play for keeps in here. The big eat the 
little.” 


How effective is the Lifers’ Program at 
Rahway? Only one out of the 17 youngsters 
shown in the program subsequently got 
into trouble with the police. So far, more 
than 10,000 teen-agers have participated 


in the program and authorities report that 
80 to 90 percent of them have been 
“scared straight” by the experience. 


Perhaps the greatest value of this docu- 
mentary is to sensitize viewers once again 
to the inhuman conditions of prison life 
and to the need for prison reform. Even 
further, it suggests that there is something 
fundamentally wrong with a society whose 
young—nearly half of all serious criminal 
offenses today are.committed by youths 
10 to 17 years of age—are a principal 
factor in crime statistics. 


“Scared Straight” is a nominee for this 
year’s. Academy Award in the docu- 
mentary category.

One of the most popular stories about 
Jesus was the one which told of his 
multiplying food to feed the crowd. It was 
treasured in the early communities because it 
spoke to them not just about something 
wonderful Jesus had done during his earthly 
career, but, more importantly, about 
something wonderful he was doing now, in 
their lives as Christians. 

On the basis of the one event, whatever it 
was, they came up with six versions: Mark 
and Matthew have two each; Luke and John 
have one apiece. 


THE ELEMENT of interpretation in the 
several accounts is so strong that it is im- 


possible to reconstruct the actual hap- ; 


pening. The size of the crowd, for in- 
stance, seems to have grown with each 
telling of the story and consequently varies 
from version to version (5,000 in Mark 6; 
4,000 in Mark 8; 5,000 “not counting women 
and children” in Matthew 14). 


Evidently the gospel writers were not 
overly concerned about “what actually 
happened.” Whether there were 5,000 or just 
50, the meaning of the feeding was the same. 
And it was the same whether there had been 
five loaves, two fish and 12 baskets of 
leftovers (Mark 6) or seven loaves,.a few small 


And that the second version in Mark 8 and 
Matthew 15 is a new interpretation and not 
the record of a distinct multiplication is 
indicated by the fact that, in the second 
instance, the question of the disciples: “How 
can anyone give these people sufficient bread 
in this deserted spot?” (Mark 8:4) would make 
no sense if they had witnessed the feeding of 
5,000 just a little while before. 


EVEN THOUGH the evangelists wrote 
about the historical Jesus, they were aware 
that this same Jesus was now the risen Lord, 
not just someone who had once lived decades 
ago, but someone who was very much alive in 
their communities, doing now on an even 


' grander scale, and very immediately, what he 


had done for the people who experienced his 
physical presence. 


“I solemnly assure you, the man who has 
faith in me will do the works I do, and greater 
far than these. Why? Because I go to the 
Father” (John 14:12). With this awareness 
they interpreted his time-bound activities in 
such a way as to bring out their timeless 
significance. 


Thus they ioid the story of the feedine of 
the crowd in sucha way as to proclaim that he 
was still feeding people in the eucharist 
through the ministry of the church. The 
emphasis throughout is on the loaves; the fish 


are given only passing attention. 


JESUS’ ACTION is described in words 
strongly reminiscent of the actual eucharistic 
liturgy: “Then taking the five loaves and the 
two fish, Jesus raised his eyes to heaven, 
pronounced a blessing, broke the loaves and 
gave them to the disciples to distribute” 
(Mark 6:41). 


In fact, in John’s version, in place of “pro- 
nounced a blessing” we read ‘gave 
thanks,” which translates the Greek 
“eucharistesas” (John 6:11). John has no 
actual account of the institution of the 
eucharist at the Last Supper. Consequently 
he has Jesus, not the disciples, distributing 
the food, just as he did at the Supper; and he 
notes the nearness of the Passover. 


In Mark 6 the disciples take the initiative 
throughout, and Jesus’ command to them 
was understood as directed not just to his 
immediate followers, but to his disciples of all 
times: “You give them something to eat” 
(Mark 6:37). 


THE STORY as told in Mark 6 is an inter- 
pretation intended for Jewish Christians. It is 
shot through with allusions to the Exodus, 
with repeated references to the “desert” 
locale, to Jesus as the shepherd of his people, 
making them recline in green patures (Mark 
6:39; Psalm 23). 


The people “had their fill,” just like the 
Israelites who ate the manna. (This Exodus 
typology is made explicit in John 6). The 12 
baskets of leftovers would have suggested to 
them the 12 tribes of Israel. They were the 
renewed “Israel of God” and the Good 
Shepherd was still feeding them. 


~ The interpretation in Mark 8 is quite 
different. Here Jesus takes the initiative, the 
Old Testament allusions are minimal, and 
even the vocabulary suggests that this 
version was directed to a gentile Christian 
community. 


ONE FEATURE that comes deals inall 
six accounts is Jesus’ motivation. In Mark 8, 
for instance, we hear him say: “My heart is 
moved with pity for the crowd. By now they 
have been with me three days and have 
nothing to eat. If I send them home hungry, 
they will collapse on the way. Some of them 
have come a great distance” (Mark 8: 2-3). 


We are thus reminded that Jesus was 
concerned not simply with “souls,” but with 
people, and was sensitive to all their needs. 
He responded to those needs, and he asks his 
followers to do the same. 


Christianity cannot be a “pie in the sky in 
the sweet bye-and-bye” affair. His words still 
ring out with insistent immediacy, as they did 
to the first readers of the gospels: “You give 
them something to eat” (Mark 6:37). 


Christianity teaches us not to idolize learning

Learning is good in its own order. The more we know, the 
wider will be our horizons, the deeper our insights and the more 
effective, generally speaking, will be our plans and actions. 
Through learning we make ourselves more human, more 
responsible, more free from prejudice and more useful to 
others. 


Valuable though it is, learning is not perfection. It increases 
our capacity to do harm as well as good. Because knowledge is 
usually achieved in solitude or in competition, the pursuit of 
learning often makes people self-centered. Those who claim to 
be learned easily become proud of their supposed accomplish- 
ments and disdainful of others. 


LEARNED PERSONS sometimes lose their common 
sense; they become complicated and artificial. By learning 
hastily and superficially, or by studying things beyond their 
depth, people can harm their minds. By thinking themselves 
wise they can become stupid. 


Christianity teaches us not to idolize learning. Jesus himself 
did not pass for a learned man. Mary and Joseph probably had 
little education, and none of the 12 apostles was a scholar. 


Of the early Christians Paul wrote, “Not many of you were 
wise according to worldly standards;” but faith more than 
compensates for this deficiency, for “the foolishness of God is 
wiser than men” (1 Corinthians 1:25-26). In Christ God has 
exposed the emptiness of worldly wisdom. 


AND YET, AS PAUL himself frequently insisted, there is a 
Christian wisdom which can greatly contribute to spiritual 
growth. Paul calls upon his Corinthian converts to grow in that 
knowledge and wisdom which are taught by the Spirit of Christ 
(1 Corinthians 2:12-13). 


He prays that the Ephesians may learn to comprehend the 
love of Christ, which surpasses knowledge (Ephesians 3:18-19). 


And he exhorts the Colossians to achieve maturity and wisdom 
by nourishing their minds on the mystery of Christ (Colossians 
1:28), in whom are hidden all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge (Colossians 2:3). 


The wisdom of which Paul speaks does not come init out 
of books. It is accessible to persons who lack a college 
education. Nevertheless, many of the saints have combined 
academic learning with sanctity. 


ONE THINKS, for example, of theologians such as 
Augustine, Anselm, Bernard and Bonaventure. By submitting 
totally to the light of revelation they allowed their minds to be 
transformed and penetrated by God’s love and grace. 


Theology has been called the science of the’saints. Good 
theology is exactly that, but many study theology without 
advancing in the ways of the Spirit. They approach the 
mysteries of faith without love and reverence. 


In some cases they allow their own passions and 
resentments to distort their perceptions, and by arguing for 
their false positions they spread confusion in the church. These 
aberrations, however, are the exception rather than the rule. 
They should not destroy our respect for theology itself, which 
performs a valuable service to the church. 


DOWN THROUGH the ages the Catholic church has 
been deeply committed to the life of the mind. Unlike some 
sectarian groups, the church admits no real disagree- 
ment between faith and intelligence, both of which are gifts 
from the same God. The Catholic church has traditionally 
fostered learning and culture, especially in its monasteries, 
schools, and universities. 


With legitimate pride, it looks back to its role in the 
establishment of the great universities of Europe and the 
Americas. With continued zeal it seeks to promote education 
on ali levels today, so as to prevent the tragedy of a divorce 
between revealed truth and human learning. 


If the intellectual leaders of our civilization reject the light of . 
God’s eternal word, our culture will inevitably decay. For this 
reason the Fathers of the Second Vatican Council sent a 
special greeting to men of thought and science, reminding them 
that the quest of truth is inseparable from the search for him 
who could say, “I am the truth” (John 14:6). 


THE CHRISTIAN, then, should avoid all anti- 
intellectualism. The powers of the mind are a gift from God, and 
by cultivating them we may lead richer and more useful lives. 
By keeping human culture in close harmony with God’s word of 
revelation we may help to make our civilization sound and 
secure. 

As we reverently reflect on God’s word, we may personally 
grow in faith and love, thus walking in the footsteps of those 
Christian thinkers of the past who allowed their minds.to be 
enlightened by the truth that is Christ. 

To achieve its goal, theological speculation must at every 


stage be sustained by prayerful adoration and by interior union 
with God.

The Arrowhead-Desert Valley Chapter, 
Knights of Columbus, provides financial 
aid annually to needy seminarians study- 
ing at St. Francis Seminary in San Diego 
for priestly service in the San Bernardino 
diocese. 


The Seminary Burse is the main project 
of the chapter, which is comprised of 17 
councils in San Bernardino and Riverside 
counties. 


THE CHAPTER seeks to raise $6,000 
annually for the Seminary Burse. 


’ Father H. Francis Fawcett, rector of St. 
Francis Seminary, will receive at least a 
$6,000 check for the successful 1978-79 


‘Campaign at the chapter's annual Semi- 


nary Burse Dinner on May 12. 


The chapter adopted the seminary as its 
project after a committee met with the late 
Bishop Charles Buddy, founding bishop of 
the San Diego diocese. 


THUS THE chapter set a goal of $5,000 
to aid seminarians from the San Bernar- 
dino-Riverside counties studying at St. 
Francis Seminary for the then four-county 


San Diego diocese. The goal was in- 


creased to $6,000 for 1978. 
With the creation of the San Bernardino 


diocese last summer, the chapter 


changed its by-laws governing the project 
to support seminarians studying for the 
priesthood for the new diocese. 


St. Francis Seminary, operated by the 
San Diego diocese, is located on the 
University of San Diego campus. 


SEMINARIANS live in apartments 
located across the street from the sem- 
inarian community center which includes 
a chapel, library, lounge, recreation area, 
cafeteria, patio and administrative offices. 

Seminarians without a baccalaureate 
degree study at USD for four years 
majoring in philosophy. Those with a 
bachelor's degree entering the program 
spend one year of study at USD and asa 
member of the seminarian community. 


Following undergraduate training, sem- 
inarians from St. Francis attend usually 
one of the following five theologates: North 
American College, Rome; St. Meinrad 
Major Seminary, St. Meinrad, Ind; Univer- 
sity of Louvain, Belgium; St. John’s 
University School of Divinity, Collegeville, 
Minn., or St. Patrick’s Seminary, Menlo 
Park, near San Francisco. 


THE ARROWHEAD Desert Valley Chap- 
ter held its first meeting Feb. 8, 1959, in 
Colton—the result of months of planning. 

The chapter now has grown to include 
17 councils from Arlington, Barstow,

Besides the aid to seminarians from San 
Bernardino diocese, Knights are involved 
in fostering vocations throughout the 
United States, Canada, Puerto Rico, 
Mexico, Virgin Islands, Guam and the 
Philippines. 


The chapter involvement is only a small 
part of the vocation program defined by 
the Knights of Columbus home office in 
New Haven, Conn.

The Media Center's library contains 
more than 1,300 items including movies, 
filmstrips, records and equipment.

IN FACT, according to Sister Bea, one 
film, “Martin the Cobbler’ has reached 
about 20,000 people in the diocese. 


But to fulfill its role, Sister Bea said, the 
Media Center must update its materials by 


purchasing films, filmstrips and records . 


which are current in theology and tech- 
nology. 


“This is expensive. The average life of a 
film in terms of effectiveness is five years, 
and the average cost of a 16mm, 25- 
minute film is $325 and of a filmstrip 
about $20.” 


THE MEDIA CENTER is located in the 
diocesan office building on the University 
of San Diego campus, but an extension 
office is being established at St. Mary 
School in El Centro to serve Imperial 
County. 


Sister Bea said the center could not 


operate to the degree it does without the 
aid of the San Diego-Imperial Valley 
Chapter’s annual donation. 


The chapter was founded in 1955 to 


promote the well-being and good of the 
Knights of Columbus, and in particular to 
assist the bishop of the diocese in all 
possible ways. 


THE CHAPTER initially made the Uni- 
versity of San Diego Law Library its chief 
project at the suggestion of the late Bishop 
Charles Buddy, first bishop of the San 
Diego diocese. 


With funds raised through an annual 
barbecue and other sources, the chapter 
contributed about half the original cost of 
the library. ° 


With the change in the status of the 
University, the chapter shifted its empha- 
sis. Continuing its concern for education 
in line with the Holy Father’s and the 
bishops’ wishes to use all means to bring 
the teachings of Christ and his church to 
his people, the San Diego-Imperial Valley 
Chapter selected the Media Center as one 
focal point of its diocesan support. 


Vocations committee seeks

The whole ideology of the Knights of 
Columbus, as expressed in their many 
programs, is to carry out the recommen- 
dation of the Second Vatican Council that 
the laity should “infuse a Christian spirit 
into the mentality, customs, laws and 
structure of the community.”

St. Augustine of Hippo 
A good life is 
a prayerful one 


By Monika K. Hellwig : = 


Fou spiritual writers have had as extensive and deep and 
long-lasting an | influence as Augustine, Bishop of Hippo. There 
is a classic quality about his person, his life experiences and his 
writings. He isin a sense timeless because it is so easy to 
identify with him. 


~ He has told us a gréat deal about his childhood and youth, 
the influences that shaped him for good and for ill, his emotional 
life, the development of his thought, the unfolding of his 
spirituality, and even some of the inner dimensions of his life of 
prayer and contemplation. Many readers, young and old, are 
still held spellbound by his autobiography, “The Confessions of 
St. Augustine.” 


FOR AUGUSTINE the understanding of the meaning and 


eS. 4 e of human life, and of the relation of human persons to .. 


lways begins with one’s own experience. 
Certainly one reason that he is so helpful to us, more than 15 


centuries after his ‘own life, is that he lets us see in his writings 
how he reflected upon his own experiences—his experience of 


nature, of other people, of history and most of all of his own 
inner life and. struggles to see and to do what was good and 
right. 

The first characteristic of Augustine’s spirituality and of that 
which he tried to teach to others seems to have been the under- 
standing that a good life is founded on contemplation—on 
cultivating a basically prayerful attitude in everything. 


ON THE BASIS of his own experience, Augustine tries to 
guide people into an attitude of wonder, receptivity, gratitude 
for the gift of existence, appreciation of the good, the beautiful, 
the loving. 


Sometimes readers think Augustine is pessimistic about 
himself and human life. This does not’seem exactly on target. 
Augustine is deeply conscious of sin and sinfulness and of 
human reluctance to seek wholeheartedly after what is true 
and beautiful and good. _ 


But this springs from his overwhelming sense of the holiness 
and goodness of God, and his deep awareness of being 
graciously gifted by the love of God, that is so full of surprises 
and undreamed of new possibilities of happiness. 


IF ONE LIVES in the constant awareness of God’s 
presence and goodness, as Augustine appears to have done, 
one is bound to come to the realization that the love of God is 
very exigent, calling us to grow so far beyond what we think we 
are able to be and to do and perhaps to endure. __ 

This exigence of god is a favorite theme in the Old 
Testament. It appears in the stories of Abraham, Issac and 
Jacob, Moses and the great prophets. 


We know from Augustine’s homilies that he had meditated 
much on these stories and their message for Christians in his 
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time. He invites us to see these stories for what they are: not 
entertainment for idle curiosity, not just information about 
ancient history, but insight and wisdom about the demanding 
questions in our own lives. 


AUGUSTINE LIVED in a time as confusing and tragic and 
crisis-laden as our own. Although Christians were no longer in 
constant fear of persecution in the Western Empire in which he 
lived, Augustine was constantly aware that to be a Christian is a 
conflictual stance in the world. 


He wrote a long book entitled “The City of God,” still 
available, in which he proposes to us that human society and 


- history are built upon two sharply conflicting principles—the 


love of self which builds the “city of man” that always bears 
within it the seeds of its own destruction, and the love of God, 
embracing love of others, which builds the “city of God” that is 
destined to stand in the end. 


It is not a question of dividing the world with the good people 
on one side and the bad ones on the other, but rather of takinga 
critical stance toward everything, always asking what is for the 
love of God and what is only for the love of self. 


SEEING CHRISTIAN life as sharply conflictual, Augustine 
does not imagine that people who are or become Christians will 
suddenly be heroic. He thinks people should apply themselves 
doggedly to the tedious task of learning to live a moral life. 


In a charming little book he provided for the catechists of his 
diocese, “The First Catechetical Instruction,” he tells the 
catechists that in essence Christian life is simple, to love God 
with a passion and one’s neighbor as oneself, but that they 
should not mention this until they:have made sure that their 
catechumens have learned and internalized the Ten 
Commandments.

A wisdom of faith

Oblate Father Cyril Carey struggles to shepherd 10,000 
Catholics living in Merewent, acolored section on the outskirts 
of Durban, that: beautiful resort ony on South Africa’s Indian 
Ocean coastline. 
The tall, husky, soft-spoken, dark-skinned priest struggles 
because his people of Christ the King parish must struggle. 


CONFINED TO THIS section by the apartheid law, they © 


dwell in generally substandard homes with poor sidewalks and 
narrow staircases. Sandwiched between alarge refinery on one 
side and an industrial complex on the other, these houses 
contres’ sharply with the much better three-story, brick flats 
erected >y the government for members of its police force. 

Years of nequal pay, job reservation, separate facilities and 
white dor: -ation have led his people to become content with 
mediocrii,. Why strive for excellence when aless qualified, less 
gifted or less competent white person will, regardless, be 
named to fi!! the sought-after position? 

Seeking to raise the aspirations of his parishioners, to lift 
them out of that contentment with the mediocre, is perhaps 
Father Carey’s greatest struggle, heaviest burden and deepest 
frustration.

HOWEVER, A VISITOR and participant at the Saturday 
night mass would not detect any mediocrity in the way they 
worship. Quite the countrary, every aspect of the liturgy—altar 


appointments, vestments, music, servers, lectors, ceremony— 


reveal a pastor and a people who really care about the 
eucharist. For example, I experienced these features worth 
noting: 


—A nun-played the small organ beautifully and was 
accompanied by a competent clarinetist together with four 
singers. The harmonized responsorial psalm done by the small 
choir and the congregation moved me by its remarkable 
beauty. Several organ-clarinet duets, too, added a reflective 
background during portions of the mass. 


—Young men from 15 to 21, vested, reverent and well 
trained, served in the sanctuary. They led a real gospel 
procession to the main entrance and returned carrying the 
lectionary raised high in the air. At the presentation of gifts 
these respectful lads prepared the altar and later assisted with 
the division of hosts as well as the ladling of Precious Blood into 
several cups. 


—Prior to communion, the altar breads were placed on a 
large platter and the wine in one substantial tureen-like vessel. 
During the breaking of bread at the Lamb of God, servers 
brought smaller plates, well-polished chalices and a ladle to the 
altar. The platter, plates, tureen, chalices and ladle, all made of 
silver, were dignified and attractive.

Attorneys’ accounts differ in Waddill retrial 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (NC) 
—After completing a 10- 
day jury selection process, 
attorneys in the retrial of Dr. 
William B. Waddill Jr. gave 
the seven-woman, five-man 
jury conflicting accounts of 
the aftermath of a 1977 
saline abortion attempt 
performed by Dr. Waddill 
on an 18-year-old unwed 
mother. 


Prosecutor Robert Chat- 
terton, who is seeking a 
first-degree murder con- 
vinction, told jurors he will 
prove that the 43-year-old 
physician choked the infant 
known as Baby Girl Weaver 
after she survived the 
abortion attempt. 


CHATTERTON argued 
that Dr. Waddill was facing 
bankruptcy at the time, was 
without medical malprac- 
tice insurance and feared 
that he would be sued if the 
baby lived and suffered 
brain damage.

Defense attorney Charles 
Weedman denied the pros- 
ecutor’s contentions, how- 
ever, saying that the two- 
pound, 15-once infant “for 
all practical purposes was 
already dead” when she 
was brought to the West- 
minster Community Hospi- 
tal nursery after her birth on 
March 2, 1977. 


He also attempted to 
refute Chatterton’s claim 
that his client was facing 
financial trouble, calling 
the obstetrician ‘‘very 
-prosperous.” While admit- 
ting his client had made 
some poor investments, 


Weedman argued that Dr. 
Waddill was clearing about 
$150,000 a year from his 
medical practice. 


CHATTERTON said he 
would present witnesses 
who “saw Dr. Waddill chok- 
ing the baby and complain- 
ing that the baby would not 
stop breathing.” 


He quoted the physician 
as saying, “Don’t do a thing 
for that baby,” when he was 
informed by telephone that 


~ she had survived the abor- 


tion attempt. 


Weedman admitted Dr. 
Waddill had made that 


statement but contended 
his client added the phrase, 
“axcept give it oxygen.” The 
physician did not want 
hospital officials to make 
“heroic” efforts to sustain 
the baby, Weedman added. 


Dr. Waddill insisted 
throughout his first trial 
that Baby Girl Weaver was 
never alive. In his opening 
statement at the retrial, 
Weedman maintained that 
the faint heartbeat and 
movements made by the 
infant were no more than 
the involuntary activities of 
a near-dead premature 
baby. 


Public hearings to help determine

WASHINGTON — Priori- 
ties for the Catholic Com- 
munication Campaign—a 
new national effort to ex- 
tend the church's work in 
media—will be developed 
in part from testimony 
taken in four public hear- 
ings, including two in Cal- 
ifornia. The first hearing 
began here on March 7. 


Additional hearings . will 
be held March 14-15 in Chi- 
cago; March 23-24 in Men- 
lo Park, Calif., where one 
day of testimony will be 
transmitted to 12 states via 
a satellite network, and 
March 27 in North Holly- 
wood, Calif. 


PARTICIPATION in the 
hearings is open to organ- 
izations and individuals 
engaged or interested in 
church-related communi- 
cation, either by testifying 
or by forwarding recom- 
mendations in writing. 


The Communication 
Committee of the United 
States Catholic Conference 
(USCC), sponsor of the pro- 
ject, suggested certain 
topics for each location, but 
witnesses can address 
subjects of their own choos- 
ing at the hearing site most 
convenient to them. 


Subjects suggested for 
the hearing in Menlo Park 
are audio-visual and group 
media, cable television, 
Instructional Television 
Fixed Service (ITFS) and 
satellite and other new 
electronic media. 

CHURCH relations with 
the creative community is 
the suggested topic for the 
North Hollywood hearing. 


The Catholic Communi- 
cation Campaign was for- 
mally lauched earlier this 
year after the U.S. bishops 
approved a new national 
collection for church-re- 
lated communication work.

Talking Point—A matter of money 


You can’tdo much without it

Have you noticed the increasing 
number of appeals for funds advertised 
in the Southern Cross and similar 
publications? The appeals take various 
forms—from outright solicitation of 
gifts, to plans for annuity and trust 
incomes from our gifts. All are 
commendable. All are necessary, and 
all try to draw on the same supply of 
money—you and me. 


Unfortunately not all church organi- 
zations can operate on the faith 
displayed by Mother Teresa and her 
community. They never solicit funds 
overtly, but, of course, receive suffi- 
cient money to carry their work of 
mercy to many countries and in many 
different ways. Many works of charity 
have to rely on much the same 
premise. 


HOWEVER, for the daily running of 
the church in its local and universal 
sense, regular financing is needed, if 
only to pay the bills, leave alone the 
salaries. And what applies to the local 
parish organization also applies, 
perhaps more so, to the diocesan level. 


Whenever a new parish or diocese is 
started, it is left more or less to the 
individual shepherd (pastor or bishop) 
to start fund raising from scratch. Inthe 
case of a diocese there may be some 
assets in the form of church buildings 
and operations throughout the newly- 
designated area, but otherwise any 
actual cash is for the organization to 
generate. 


When Bishop Charles F. Buddy was 
given the task of starting the “new” 
diocese of San Diego from the Los 
Angeles archdiocese in late 1936, he 
maintained that when he arrived “at 
the rim of Christendom...he had 63 
parishes, 36 grac'> schools, no money, 
not a cent of credit.” 

AND WHEN Bishop Phillip F. Straling 
was given the responsibility to start the 
new diocese of San Bernardino, he too, 
faced a financial prospect which

consisted of the existing parishes and 
plant, but no actual cash “donation” 
from the parent diocese, any more than 
Orange diocese did from Los Angeles 
when iit was created three years ago. 


The question of handing over assets 
from the San Diego diocese to the San 
Bernardino diocese has led to some 
confusion, and it should be pointed out 
that the money transferred to San 
Bernardino from San Diego was that 
already held in credit in San Diego for 


“parishes in the new diocese. It was nota 


gift. 


This fact is clearly enunciated by 


Father Peter Covas, CSSp, chancellor of - 


financial affairs for the diocese of San 
Bernardino.

FATHER COVAS goes on: “This 
amount represents the net figure of 
funds owed by the diocese of San Diego 
to the parishes of the diocese of San 
_ Bernardino, and none of it represents 
“cash that has been given to the San 
Bernardino diocese for the establish- 
ment and organization of its new 


. diocese.” 


He adds that the “assets of each 
parish which were distributed to the 
San Bernardino diocese are not to be 
interpreted as additional funds paid to 
San Bernardino by San Diego.” This, he 
states, refers to “the non-cash assets of 
the San Bernardino parishes such as 
their land, buildings and school 
plants.” 


In my interview with Bishop Straling, 
published last week, he mentioned that 
the new diocese received no “dowry” to 


help it establish itself. This, it appears, 
is not an uncommon occurrence. 
NEITHER NEW parishes nor new 
dioceses receive a ‘‘dowry” to help 
them get started, unless there are some 


exceptional funds available from the 


former parish or diocesan area. 
Perhaps that’s a fault in the system 
which we, who give to the church, 
should try to correct. 


— That there are inequities in terms of 
finance within the church is a fact, not 
to be disputed. While some parishes or 
dioceses appear to have “everything,” 
including affluent parishioners and 
good collections, others suffer from the 
direst poverty and need. 


My own parish doesn’t collect 
enough on Sundays to pay the pastor's 
salary, while other churches not far 
away can take pride in Sunday collect- 
ions of thousands of dollars each week. 


IT IS PROBABLY true to say that 
giving is not keeping pace with inflation 
or with needs in many parts of the 
United States. Recently the archdio- 
cese of Chicago published its financial 
statement which showed that although 
the total collection for the year was up 
by 4.6 percent to $149 million, 
expenses had increased by 6 percent 


_and several more parishes had to go 


onto a subsidy basis. The diocese of 
Pittsburgh ran in the red last year for 
the third consecutive year. 


It is a pity, perhaps, that the former 
San Diego diocese was not affluent 
enough to be able to give the new 
diocese of San Bernardino a true 
“dowry” to speed their way, but it is a 
fact of life that it is difficult enough to 
keep up with the constant demand for 
expanded diocesan services which, 
thanks to Stewardship, can just be 
maintained. 


In these days, when almost every- 
thing in the way of church or school 
construction seems to be getting into 
the million dollar class, it is time for us 
to reflect on the road ahead, and howto 
finance our church in all its activities.
